AZZALIN  ROMANO 

On  Melbourne  Cup  eve  Azzalin  (Rom)  Romano  passed  away.  He 
was*,  in  his  day,  reputed  to  be  Sydney’s  best  known  restauranteur  and 
renowned  in  the  racing  world  as  the  owner  of  famous  racehorse 
Bernborough. 

Rom  opened  his  famous  restaurant,  Romano’s,  in  Castlereagh  Street 
in  1928,  and  for  many  years  it  was  the  most  celebrated  and  luxurious 
restaurant  in  Sydney. 

Among  its  well  known  patrons  were  world  famous  film  stars 
including  Vivien  Leigh,  Maurice  Chevalier,  Bob  Hope  and  Frank 
Sinatra.  Prince  Phillip  also  dined  at  Romano’s  during  his  years  in  the 
Royal  Navy. 

Rom  also  owned  a  hotel  in  Wagga  Wagga. 

Although  Bernborough  never  ran  in  the  Melbourne  Cup  he  was  one 
of  Australia’s  best  horses  and  earned  more  than  $50,000  in  stake 
money.  He  was  later  sold  for  more  than  $180,000. 

Rom  is  survived  by  his  wife,  son  Renzo  and  daughter  Lori,  and  to 
his  sorrowing  family  our  condolences  are  extended. 

COL.  JACK  TRAVERS 

After  a  long  and  successful  career  in  the  newspaper  industry,  Col. 
R.J.A.  Travers  died  at  the  age  of  84. 

He  was  for  many  years  general  manager  of  Australian  Consolidated 
Press,  retiring  from  that  position  in  1961,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
board  of  Consolidated  Press  Holdings  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

In  World  War  I  he  served  in  New  Guinea,  Gallipoli,  France  and 
Belgium.  He  was  wounded  and  was  awarded  the  DSO  in  1916  and  a 
bar  to  the  decoration  in  1918. 

His  wife,  who  predeceased  him,  was  a  daughter  of  the  late  Major 
Gen.  W.  Holmes. 

Col.  Travers  is  survived  by  two  sons  B.H.  (“Jiki”)  Travers,  head¬ 
master  of  Shore  and  a  former  Rhodes  scholar,  and  W.H.  Travers,  former 
assistant  general  manager  of  Australian  Consolidated  Press. 

Our  sincere  sympathy  to  his  bereaved  family. 

HARRY  BLADWELL 

H.C.  (Harry)  Bladwell,  well  known  pastoralist  and  grazier,  died 
last  month.  He  was  well  known  for  his  wide  interest  in  the  wool  and 
meat  industries. 

Formerly  general  manager  of  Farmers  and  Graziers  Association  he 
was  latterly  general  manager  for  12  years  of  the  Hooker  Pastoral 
Company  controlling  properties  in  northern  NSW,  in  the  East 
Kimberleys  in  WA,  and  Victoria  River  Downs  Station,  NT. 

Harry  pioneered  the  establishment  of  Goulburn  as  a  wool  selling 
centre,  and  was  also  instrumental  in  the  development  of  lean  beef 
export  to  USA. 

He  was  chairman  of  the  NT  Meat  Exporters’  Association  and  a 
member  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  NT  Pastoral  Lessees’ 
Association. 

In  the  early  1960s  Harry  spent  a  period  with  FAO,  the  UN  food 
organisation  developing  the  sheep  industry  in  India. 

He  was  educated  at  Yanco  Agricultural  High  School  and  took 
diplomas  at  Hawkesbury  Agricultural  College. 

To  his  sorrowing  widow,  Lorna  and  his  three  sons,  goes  our 
sympathy  in  their  sad  bereavement.
